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Why Don't We? 

By the time these lines are read, Eas- 
ter will be with us. Churches large and 
small, rich and poor, formal and informal 
will be celebrating the resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Some may ration- 
alize, some symbolize, and some recog- 
nize this great resurrection story of life. 
again from the dead as the gift of God 
for hope to spring anew in the heart of 
dying men.

We do 
not celebrate the passover, but we do 
observe the anniversary of the crucifix- 
ion and the resurrection, which occur- 
red at the time of the passover. We 
would not observe the feast of weeks, 
but we may well observe what occurred 
fifty days after the death and resurrec- 
tion of our Lord. “And when the day o 
Pentecost was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place. And sud- 
denly there came a sound from heaven 
as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
the house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven ton- 
gues like as of fire, and it sat upon each 
of them. And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” (Acts 2:1-4). We are known 
as Pentecostal because we subscribe to 
the teaching of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit according to the pattern in Acts 
ae corroborated in Acts 10:46 and 
Other churches observe Pentecost 
Sunday in their own way. Why shouldn’t 
we too give place to an observance of 
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this year on May 28. |

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: Age of Anxiety

Jesus came to proclaim truth. He was 
the Truth! He is Truth! As He walked 


among men, He met the errors of His 
day and vanquished them by one swift 
stroke of His sword — the Word of God. 
He was the word — He is the word — 
the eternal Word. We have received 
“the engrafted Word or literally the 
‘implanted Word, so that we have the 
same sword by which our Lord pre- 
vailed. Thus we may be sure that we 
shall prevail against the errors of this 
day, the “Age of Anxiety.” 

Thirty or forty years ago when Bible 
schools began to spring up over the 
country, our young preachers-in-the- 
making went out to face a different 
world-condition than confronts our pres 
ent-day students. In those days the chief 
concern was to prepare preachers and 
evangelists. This is still essential, but 
may we present this phase of truth, that 
more than ever before, these preachers 
and evangelists need to be teaching 


preachers and teaching evangelists, with 


a deeper grasp of Bible truths so as to 
combat the errors of this day. 

We are passing through an age of ma- 
terialism, and now the biological sci- 
ences designate this as an “Age of An- 
xiety,’ while social science calls it the 
“Age of Power.” It is no wonder that the 
combination of the age of materialism 
and the age of power should produce 
the age of anxiety. Materialism and 
power have produced agnostics, skeptics 
and unbelievers — this in tun brings 
about that anxiety of mind and heart 
which is today baffling college profes- 
sors. They have no answer. to the ques- 
tion, “What is life all about?” 

In a class in college recently after a 
general discussion about the source and 
end of life, a young man said that after 
listening to the reports of what modern 
science is preparing in the line of de- 
structive weapons for future warfare he 
did not feel that he wanted his wife and 
baby to live to see it — that life was not 
really worth living, and he said he did 
not think suicide would be the wrong 
way out. To this statement, the teacher 
replied that among college age young 
people on the Pacific Coast, suicide is 
now the third largest killer. Surely this 
is an age of anxiety! 

Such world conditions present a chal- 
lenge to our students, for God has a bet- 
ter way out. God has the answer, and 
we owe it to an anxious world to tell 
them how to find it. 

The very occurrence of these condi- 
tions has provoked deeper study of the 
' truths of God’s Word to combat these 
present evils. The rise of Mohammedan- 
ism caused the decadent Christianity of 
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the middle ages to arise and join the cru- 
sades against Islam. The very extremes 
to which the apostate papacy had gone 
in corrupt practices caused the reform- 
ers of the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies to refuse to bow to the papal bulls, 
and the reformation came into being. 
The dangers of materialistic rationalism 
at the time of the French Revolution 
caused the great revival of evangelism 
in the time of the Wesleys and White- 
field. In our own modern Pentecostal 
movement, when the old heresy of Sa- 
bellianism arose it caused our Bible 
teachers to search the Scripture the more 
thoroughly that our people should be 
grounded in the true teaching regarding 
the person of the Lord Jesus Christ, that 
we might know why we believe in Trin- 
itarian doctrine. 

It is likewise true that this modern re- 
vival of materialism, skepticism and 
agnosticism is forcing us to a restudy 
and reaffirmation of our faith in the 
teaching of the work of the Holy Spirit, 
and God’s satisfying answer to the ques- 
tionings of the modern mind. 

We must be “anchored to the rock,” 
but we must also be “geared to the 
times” in which we live. We must not 
fail to meet the need of the hour, for 
have we not “come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this?” 

We cannot meet this need with carnal 
weapons, nor with mere human wisdom. 
It is “not by might, nor by power, but by 
my Spirit, saith the Lord.” But the Holy

God’s Word is com- 
posed of God’s words, and every word 
of God is significant and worthy of care- 
ful and prayerful study. But, as it is not 
enough that we analyze or carefully 
study the food that is designed to nour- 


we study the words of God: having 
found them we must eat them, in order — 
that they may be digested by the in- 
ward man and transmuted into spiritual 
bone and blood and muscle. Many 
among us are weak spiritually because 
they have utterly failed to do this, or 
have done it in only a very partial or 
inadequate manner. We are hearing 
much about a balanced diet these days. 
Dieticians tell us it is very important, 


A balanced 
spiritual diet is also needed, and must 
not be neglected if we would be strong 
spiritually. Spiritual exercise is import- 
ant, but a proper diet is more important. 
We cannot live by exercise only; we 
must be fed. And you remember what 
is written in Deuteronomy 8:3, “He 
humbled thee, and suffered thee to hun- 
ger, and fed thee with manna, which 
thou knewest not, neither did thy fa- 
thers know; that He might make thee 
know that man doth not live by bread 
only, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of the Lord doth 
man live.” And you undoubtedly recall 
the fact that these words of Scripture 
were quoted by our Lord to Satan when 
Satan in the wilderness tempted Jesus 
to turn stones into bread. Matt. 4:4. So 
this truth has been doubly authenti-

1. THE SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY: directed especially to the training of 
pastors, evangelists, missionaries and all types of full-time ministers of the gospel. 
‘The major interest is the study of the English Bible itself. Together with this there — 
is a strong emphasis on theology and evangelism. 3 

2. THE SCHOOL OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION: designed to prepare 


men and women as directors of Christian Education in the local church and as 
assistants to pastors in developing the Church school, Vacation Bible school, week- 
day church schools, the junior church and every kind of child evangelism. Many 
people who are not called to full-time ministry will find here a field of Christian 
service that will make them effective lay workers in the local church. 

3. THE SCHOOL OF SACRED MUSIC: training in instrumental and vocal 

_ music along with sufficient theory to adequately fit a person for work as a musical 
evangelist or musical director in the local church. 

In all these courses there is the basic requirement of definite Bible study so 
that if the person specializes in either Christian education or music, he is never- 
theless fitted with an adequate Bible basis for his Christian service. 

A combination of courses is possible so that a major in any of these schools 

‘may be combined with a minor study in any other field. A very popular course 
is one in which a major in Christian Education with a minor in music affords a 
course especially adapted to lay men and women who do not feel called to full- 
time ministry, but want to be fitted to work in their home churches as Sunday 
school teachers and officers. One pastor lately asked that a young man be sent Z 
him who could direct his church school development, and also the music of the ae 
church. More calls for this type of worker come in than any of the schools can fill. 

Missionaries headed for foreign fields are in need of the Christian Education 
training, so that a major in Christian Education with a minor in Theology is espe- 
cially adapted to this need. Methods of child evangelism taught here are espe- 
cially fitted to the need of evangelism on foreign fields. 

Splendid personal instruction in all branches of music can provide a major 
in music with a minor in either theology or Christian education to fit a musical 
evangelist for work on the field or in a local church. 

Inquiries keep coming in regarding the matter of Glad Tidings Bible Insti- 
tute’s adding a fourth year, thus bringing it up to Bible College level. This was 
authorized at the last District Council meeting, and steps are being taken to bring 
about this change. It is pins that it will be possible to start this fourth year 
in the beginning of the fall session in September, 1951. 

If you enroll this year, there is every probability that you will be able to carry 
on through a full four-year course by the time you get to your fourth year.

At the beginning of the fall semester 
ot 1948, the veterans’ club was instructed 
to cease all activities concerning a new 
school, and to stop any further pay- 
ments. Therefore, the Kan Doo Club's 
activities were limited to helping needy 
students. 

During the District Convention in 
January of 1950, the brethren decided 
to move the Bible Institute to Bethany 
Park. Since our interest has been re- 
vived, the student veterans’ Kan Doo 
Club shall continue to pray and give for 
the new G.T.B.I. Thus, the history of
